(H e re are five th in gs that give the tipster aw ay) 


When you invest, it's hard to think of anything more important 
than a good broker. Or of anything more dangerous than a 
mere tipster, whether a well-meaning friend or a stranger on 
the telephone, urging you to buy. 
After all, it’s your hard-won money. You would like to have 
it bring you an income from dividends on stock. Or interest on 
bonds. Or to have a good prospect of increasing in value over 
the years. 
So remember these five tell-tale signs of the tipster: 


Tipster: “ Boy, have I got a hot one!” 
Broker: A broker in a Member Firm of the New York Stock 
Exchange, for example, can tell you how badly people can get 
burned by a tip. And how important it is to have facts. On earn­ 
ings. On dividends. On the company’s financial position. Armed 
with knowledge, you’re better able to exercise careful judgment.

The blue ribbon event of the 
A m e r i c a n Contract Bridge 
league ran for six days and 
featured a number of interest­ 
ing hands, one of which is pre­ 
sented here.

At only one table did the de­ 
clarer succeed in holding his 
losses in the diamond suit to 
one trick, enabling him to ful­ 
fill his contract for a very fine 
score. The defense started out 
by cashing two clubs and then 
shifting to a heart. 
South drew the trumps in 
three rounds but, before attack­ 
ing diamonds, he decided to get 
a count on his o p p o n e n t s’ 
hands. All of the hearts were 
run as declarer shed two small 
diamonds. 
West had followed 
to four hearts and two spades. 
His original lead of the deuce 
of clubs had p r e s u m a b l y 
; marked him with a maximum 
I of four cards in that suit, which 
j meant that he had at least 
three diamonds, and that East 
had at most a doubleton.

Less than a 
month ago, Khrushchev in a speech in Volgograd 
publicly blamed agricultural trouble.^ on a short­ 
age of fertilizer and the primitive Soviet irriga­ 
tion system. 
These shortcomings alone do not account for 
the fact the Soviet Union has been forced to buy 
$600 million worth of wheat from the West (not 
including the huge quantity W ashington will no 
doubt let Khrushchev have). 
Severe weather 
conditions of last winter and last spring con­ 
tributed to the shortage, but it cannot be denied 
that bureaucratic mismanagement was mainly 
responsible for the reversal of the grain surplus 
of the last decade. 
If Khrushchev's age did not place a limit on 
his future service to the Kremlin, the Soviet 
Union's about face from a grain exporter to a 
he?vy importer could do so. 


It was the premier who specialized in the 
management of agriculture over the years, and 
who promised in 1957 that by 1960 the Russian 
people would be eating as much meat as the 
Americans.

and grossly misused the labor 
corvees. 
In truth, Mao's Stalinist-Com­ 
munism might well have been 
specially designed to frustrate the 
genius of the Chinese people. If 
you consider the probable impact 
on other industrial nations of the 
China that might have been, you 
will s^e why a kind of wry grati­ 
tude to Chairman Mao is cer- 
tauily in order. If Chinese can 
make .I\pancse come to them to 
buy cheap toys, which is just 
what heppened here. God knows 
what they would do to the rest 
of us if they were given their 
heads. 
But Mao has not only frustrated 
people he 
leads. 
He 
has also 
the extraordinary genius of the 
brought China to a worse pass 
than China has ever experienced 
from 
floods and 
droughts and 
wicked rulers and foreign inva­ 
sions and all the other harsh 
chances of Chinese history. This 
IS now the central political fact 
in Asia, and it demands further 
analysis.

Farmers Are Favorable 


Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
Freeman said that the Adminis­ 
tration asked no more than this, 
adding that President 
Kennedy 
wanted only to "sound out" Con­ 
gress. The President himself had 
not made up his mind about a 
wheal deal with R ussia, nor had 
tlK Soviets as yet made any offi­ 
cial overtures to the U. S.. he said 
".About two out of three farmers 
1 have talked to favor unloading 
this 
surplus 
wheat." 
reported 
Freeman "I think they fear that 
the surplus plus the recent lifting 
of mandatory controls on produc­ 
tion may drive the price of wheat 
down to perhaps as low as $I a 
bushel. That would be ruinous." 
Secretary of Commerce Luther 
Hodges, who also attended the 
closed door meeting, said that 
.American business men. as well 
as farmers, probably would ap­ 
prove a wheat contract with R us­ 
sia if it improved our internation­ 
al balance of payments. 
"As a former business man, 1 
feel it is better to sell this wheat 
now, when we can do so at a 
profit, rather than risk a future 
inventory 
loss 
on 
the 
1-billion 
bushel surplus." declared Hodges. 
"We are in an advantageous po­ 
sition and can push a good bar­ 
gain. 
"R ussia is desperately in need 
of this wheat. They had a bad 
crop this year, due to wheather 
conditions. The United States may 
as well get this business, rather 
than stand by and sec R ussia deal 
elsewhere." 
Hodges added that we now sell 
non-strategic exports, such as ma­ 
chinery. etc.. behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain and that wheat would fall 
within this category. 
"1 can't imagine how this would 
hurt the American image abroad, 
but we can gel hurt domestically 
if we continue to hoard 
huge 
wheal surpluses." commented the 
Secretary of Commerce 
Both Hodges and Freeman in- 
.sisted, however, that they were 


not trying to sell Congress, but 
only "sounding out" the commit­ 
tees to guide the President. Nor 
did they indicate how such a deal 
might be handled, except to say 
that it probably would be trans­ 
acted through private shippers, 
rather than the government. 
They estimated that the total 
amount of wheat we could ship 
woud be between one-third and 
one-half of our billion-bushel sur­ 
plus. They also agreed that a 
straight sale probably would be 
the best policy, rather than ship­ 
ping the wheat under the Public 
Law 430 program, wherein we are 
paid in foreign currencies.

Seen In Trouble 


That 
the 
Soviet 
economy 
is in 
greater 
trouble than 
suspected 
is 
the consensus of 
opinion following huge purchases of wheat by 
the Russians from Canada, Australia and just 
about every other producer except the United 
States— with frantic maneuvers under way in 
Washington to get on the bandwagon. 
Coincidentally, there are reports from Lon­ 
don that Moscow is unloading gold to raise 


money to pay for the wheat. 
More diligent studies of the Soviet economy 
might have conditioned the West for the grain- 
buying splurge by the Kremlin. 
Less than a 
month ago, Khrushchev in a speech in Volgograd 
publicly blamed agricultural troubles on a short­ 
age of fertilizer and the primitive Soviet irriga­ 
tion system. 
These shortcomings alone do not account for 
the fact the Soviet Union has been forced to buy 
$600 million worth of wheat from the West (not 
including the huge quantity Washington will no 
doubt let Khrushchev have). 
Severe weather 
conditions of last winter and last spring con­ 
tributed to the shortage, but it cannot be denied 
that bureaucratic mismanagement was mainly 
responsible for the reversal of the grain surplus 
of the last decade. 
If Khrushchev's age did not place a limit on 
his future service to the Kremlin, the Soviet 
Union s about face from a grain exporter to a 
he?vy importer could do so. 
It was the premier who specialized in the 
management of agriculture over the years, and 
who promised in 1957 that by 1960 the Russian 
people would be cating as much meat as the 
Americans.

Meditations After "Pugw ash" 


Back in tile middle Nineteen Kilties that eminent 
capitalist. Cyrus Eaton, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
invited 
scientists from both sides of the Iron Curtain to meet 


iii conference at his ancestral home in Pugwash. Nova 
Scotia. Since then there has been a “Pugw ash-' Confer­ 
ence every year, though they have usually been held in 
parts of tile world that are quite distant from Canada. 
The 1963 “ Pugw ash" meeting has just finished its de- 
liberations at Dubrovnik, in Yugoslavia, where, accord­ 
ing to reports, all was amity between the western scien­ 
tists and their opposite num bers from the Soviet Union. 
“Tensions.” so the scientists said, had disappeared. 
Since Eaton has been advocating deals and under­ 
standings with the Soviets ever since Khrushchev sent 
him a troika 'three Russian horses and a carriage' 
back in the days when John Foster Dulles was our wary 
Secretary of State, the extrem ely amiable eleventh Pug­ 
wash meeting represents a personal triumph for the 
80-year-old iron ore, railroad and utility tycoon. Old 
Cyrus can now say, “ I told your so.” After all. the 
Nuclear Test Ban has been signed; the country of his 
nativity. Canada, has just sold its wheat surplus to 
Khrushchev to save the Russians from short bread 
rations; and, in Washington, the groundwork is evidently 
being laid for a grain deal with Russia on our own. It 
is quite apparent that much of the foreign policy of the 
West is being recast in accordance with E ato n’s pres­ 
cribed outlines. 


If this represents wisdom, then a lot of us 
owe an apology to old Cyrus. It wasn’t so long ago 
that we were accusing him of willingness to traf­ 
fic beyond all safety with an evil international 
menace. But now that Republican senators from 
our farm states are joining with Democratic sen­ 
ators to advocate unloading millions of bushels of 
grain for good Soviet gold, old Cyrus is moving in 
quite distinguished company. 


Indeed, if it be wisdom to make deals with the 
Soviets. Eaton might apply for gold star membership 
in the guild of the prophets. His has been the most 
grandiose vision of the glorious East-West rapproche­ 
ment. A brilliant enterpriser in the field of uncovering 
new and promising iron ore deposits. Cyrus Eaton 
long ago nailed down the title to a virgin ore field 
in Ungava. in northern Quebec. The Ungava iron is 
too far away from Buffalo and Cleveland to compete 
with 
ore 
from 
more 
southerly 
mining 
areas, 
but 
Eaton has put a transcendent value on the llngava 
deposits for all that. In his Napoleonic imagination he 
has envisioned the Ungava ore flowing across the top 
of the world to the Krupp works in West Germany. 
there to be transformed into finished steel products for 
shipment to the Soviet Union. 
This vision has been part of Eaton's larger dream 
of a great Moscow-Bonn-Paris-London-Washington en­ 
tente. And if it be respectable to think that the Cana­ 
dian wheat deal is merely the first swallow of a long 
period of sum m er in East-West relations, then Eaton 
is merely the oldest, boldest, most farsighted of the 
new order of visionaries. 


Let us not rush off to endorse the visionaries, 
however, in any mad haste. I .et us rem em ber, at 
least for a day or two. the cries of those Hungarians 
as the Russian tanks moved in upon them to snuff 
out the dream of freedom only a few short years 
ago. Let us see. in our collective mind’s eye, the 
atomic missiles that 
Khrushchev was 
busy 
un­ 
loading in Cuban ports just a little over a sear 
hack. Let us hear, in our dream s, the explosion of 
CALN bombs in Caracas. Venezuela — bombs that 
have been just as lethal as the dynamite that m u r­ 
dered the kids in that Negro church in Birmingham, 
Ala. 


Finally, for those of us who are non-farmers, we 
have an interest in that wheat which the farm state 
senators, whether Republican or Democrat, want to sell 
lo Russia The subsidy paid to the farm ers who raised 
that wheat 
has. in effect, been hijacked from the 
pockets of people who have no interest 
in helping 
Khrushchev maintain the oppression of his own farmers. 
I want a pro rata tax refund of subsidy money on any 
wheat that goes to Moscow. 


Since justice cries out against making any deals 
with Khrushchev before he has moved to liberalize his 
own society and free his satellite slaves. I doubt the 
wisdom of rushuig to accept Cyrus Eaton as a prophet. 
And so I won t apologize to hun — just yet. Let him 
show me. first, that he can reform Khrushchev.

WASHINGTON - Though some 
congressmen are chary about in­ 
dorsing the proposed sale of sur­ 
plus wheat to Soviet Russia, there 
was significantly little opposition 
when cabinet m em bers discussed 
the idea behind closed doors with 
m em bers of the House Foreign Af­ 
fairs and Agriculture committees.

British government. There is not 
even enough water to wash in.

Almost literally w i t h 
their naked hands 'for the flight

Kong has mostly gone into real 
estate speculation' these Chinese 
have m ade Hong Kong the great

of almost every light industry. 
The West German “economic 
m iracle” is a poor, piddling, pet­ 
ty thing compared to this pheno­ 
menon of Hong Kong.

F arm ers Are Favorable 


Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
Freem an said that the Adminis­ 
tration asked no more than this,

wanted only to “sound out” Con­ 
gress. The President himself had 
not made up his mind about a 
wheat deal with Russia, nor had 
the Soviets as yet made any offi­ 
cial overtures to the U. S.. he said 
“ About two out of three farm ers 
I have talked to favor unloading 
this 
surplus 
wheat,” 
reported 
Freem an 
“ I think they fear that 
the surplus plus the recent lifting 
of mandatory controls on produc­ 
tion may drive the price of wheat 
down to perhaps as low as $1 a 
bushel. That would be ruinous.” 
Secretary of Commerce Luther 
Hodges, who also attended the 
closed door meeting, 
said 
that 
American business men, as well 
as farmers, probably would ap­ 
prove a w heat contract with Rus­ 
sia if it improved our internation­ 
al balance of payments. 
“ As a former business man. I 
feel it is better to sell this wheat 
now, when we can do so at a 
profit, rather than risk a future 
inventory 
loss 
on 
the 
1-billion 
bushel surplus,” declared Hodges. 
“ We are in an advantageous po­ 
sition and can push a good ba r­ 
gain. 
“ Russia is desperately in need 
of this wheat. They had a bad 
erop this year, due to wheather 
conditions. The United States may 
as well get this business, rather 
than stand by and see Russia deal 
elsewhere.” 
Hodges added that we now sell 
non-strategic exports, such as m a­ 
chinery. etc., behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain and that wheat would fall 
within this category. 
“ I can’t imagine how this would 
hurt the American im age abroad, 
but we can get hurt domestically 
if 
we continue to hoard 
huge 
wheat surpluses," commented the 
Secretary of Commerce. 
Both Hodges and F reem an in­ 
sisted, however, that they were 


not trying to sell Congress, but 
only “ sounding out" the comm it­ 
tees to guide the President. Nor 
did they indicate how such a deal 
might be handled, except to say 
that it probably would be trans­ 
acted through private shippers, 
rather than the government. 
They estim ated that the total 
amount of wheat we could ship 
woud be between one-third and 
one-half of our billion-bushel sur­ 
plus. 
They also agreed that a 
straight sale probably would be 
the best policy, rather than ship­ 
ping the wheat under the Public 
Law 480 program, wherein we are 
paid in foreign currencies.
